X criticising .Mr. Bryan for "setting class 
against class," the \Y~al! Street News, decries 


his "amazing query," in asking, "What trust 
magnates arc in jail." "That," the Wall Street 
journal says, "is an ugly question. 
Furthermore 


it is an absolutely useless one, calculated merely 
to plav upon th-^ feelings and not the reason of 
excitable, unthinking people." 


It is. indeed, an ugly question, but it is not an 


absolutely useless one. 
The American people 


have heard a great deal of the relentless and de- 
termined crusade that the Roosevelt administra- 
tion has been carrying on against the trusts. The 
ami-trust law is a criminal statute. 
It provides 


prison penalties. 
\\liy, then, are there no trust 


magnates in the penitentiary? 


The law against counterfeiting is a criminal 


statute. There is nothing ugly to a query as to 
how many counterfeiters there are in prison. 
There are as many counterfeiters in the peniten- 
tiary as have been caught whose terms of im- 
prisonment have not expired. 
When a counter- 


feiter is found to be at work, no injunction is 
asked to restrain him from coining and circulat- 
ing his counterfeits. He is promptly nabbed and 
sent to the penitentiary. 


Why is it thai no trust magnate is in prison ? 


Some of them have been enjoined, but none of 
them prosecuted. 
Why this distinction between 


lawbreakers? Why this "moderation," as Presi- 
dent Roosevelt terms it, in enforcing the law 
against trust magnates? 
Is it not that they are 


the backbone of the Republican party and being 
wealthy (and '"respectable" criminals are.' per- 
mitted to go Scott free because, as I'.ourke Cock- 
ran said on the floor of the house of representa- 
tives, ''you cannot send a man with $10,000 to 
jail in this countrv?" 


It is an "ugly question" of which more will be 


heard with, to Wall street, unpleasant frequencv. 
The excitable and unthinking people" are waking 


up and they are likely to repeat it and even insist 
that a "square deal" docs not consist in calling all 


citizens equal before the law, but in treating 


them as such. 
In a word, they are going to de- 


mand that the question shall be. answered by the 


enforcing of the law against their exploiters. And 
they are going to elect a man president of the 
United States that in enforcing the law will not 
treat a trust criminal with greater "moderation" 
than he treats a moonshiner or counterfeiter.

Nevada Mining Wealth 
Production Of Silver 


W 


HILE all the mining- camps of Nevada con- 


tinue to improve in- prospect, yield and 


profit' 1 result's, it shouljf 'be remembered 'that 


hardly an impression has been made upon the 
tremendous mineral possibilities of the state. The 


ground lias hardly been scratched in the present 
workings and there is a vast amount of territory- 
as yet unexplored which is equally rich as any 
that is known. J'rom the very first, says the Xe.w 
York Mining Topics, we have been optimistic on 
Nevada and forecasted that from it would come 
more mineral wealth than from any other terri- 
tory of equal area the world over. 
Each day- 


proves the truth of this and within five years it 
will lead in gold if not in copper. 
Practically 


every hillock, ortcrop and mountain range is a 
storehouse of precious metals and new camps and 
ne\v strikes are getting to be the rule and not the 
exception. And Nevada has won and despite the 
scoffs of the astute experts who passed it bv JI.IH! 
the lethargy of capitalists who listened with a 
cold ear to il> praises. 
Hut lodav ii's different 


and Nevada instead of being last is rapidly be- 
coming first in the estimaion of those who can 
grasp the opportunity and scent wealth.

HE production of silver in the United States 
has not varied radically since 180x3, and we 


arrive at- our judgment of a radical variation by 
comparison with the change in the output of gold 
which ahs indeed been radical, says the Black 
Hills Mining Review. There was a difference of 
14,000,000 ounces, or approximately 28 per cent, 
be! ween the low production of 1894 and the high 
of 189.2, while there has been no new extreme 
within twelve years. The annual output of gold 
has considerably more than doubled 'within that 
time. 
The variation of the world's silver pro- 


duction during this fifteen year period has been 
less than that in the United States, the high ex- 
treme in 1898 execeeding the low in 1891 by 
about 26 per cent. The world's annual produc- 
tion of gold ha;, on the other hand, been going 
steadily forward, except for the interruption by 
the Boer war, practically trebling since 1891. 


The United States has bought no silver in 


thirteen years. 
The last purchases were under 


the act 1890, by which the excess of 168,000,000 
ounces were acquired. 
During the twentv years 


following 1873 the government purchased almost 
500,000.000 ounces, or at the average rate of 
about 25,000,000 ounces per year.
